The monastery of Solovetsk, in Arch- 


angel, Russia, is inclosed on every side by 
a wall of granite bowlders, measuring 
nearly a mile in circumference, and is 
the best protected in the world.

towers about 30 feet in height, with walls

But such is still 
the case today despite the fact noted that 
some men. abler and shrewtlt-r than their 
fellows, have at last learued to ask tae 
privilege of being insured. 


Of the hundreds of millions of new in- 


surance issued during the past year prob- 
ably less than 5 per cent was requested 
by the insurants themselves. The rest 
will have been due wholly to the men 
who drew the new policy holders' atten- 
tion to the value of insurance and stuck 
to them until they made them, under- 
stand and believe it. However, 5 per 
cent of inherent shrewd sense, of know- 
ing what is needed and sending for it, ia 
perhaps a good average for mankind as a 
whole in anything.—.Cincinnati Commer- 
cial Tribune.

(lie Bottom of the Sea. 


What is believf-d to be the hottest re- 


gion in the world is that part of the east- 
ern shore o* the Persian gulf which is 
named after the Bahrein islands thai 
He near it. On the Bahrein island prop- 
er, which is the largest of the group, the 
thermometer never falls below 100 de- 
grees day or night and often rises as 
high as 140 degrees in the shade. Only 
the natives can bear this enormous heat 
at ail. aud even they suffer terribly at 
times because the fierceness of the tem- 
perature varies so little and gives them 
hardly a respite. 


To add to the decided discomforts of 


the region the coast is so dry that bor- 
ings have been made as deep as 1,000 
feet without striking water. 
There is 


not a drop to be had except far in the 
interior, and the condition of water car- 
ried for any distance in such beat as this 
may be imagined. Yet the natives never 
lack for water that is not merely fresh, 
but actually cool. And they get it in a 
way that is wonderful. 
They get it by 


diving into the sea for it. 


Many years ago pearl fishers who dived 


into the waters off the shores of these is- 
lands for pearls, which are 
plentiful 


there, discovered that immense springs 
spouted from the bottom of the sea. 
Ac- 


cidentally they found that these springs 
were of sweet water. Ever since then a 
regular industry, perhaps one of the 
strangest industries in the world, has 
been that of diving for fresh water. 


The divers go out every morning. They 


take with them goatskins, and, weighted 
with stones to insure a swift desceut. 
they plunge into the depths. At the bot- 
tom they hold the mouths of the skins 
over a spring and as soon as it is filled 
tie it up swiftly and ascend. Q'he skins 
are hauled up with lines. 


As there are 75.000 persons in that 


barren group of islands, the industry of 
diving for fresh water is a large one. 
and the divers get rich. 
The water is 


about 20 degrees cooler than is the at- 
mosphere on land, so it is a boon to tne 
suffering population, and the lucky divers 
who get to land first are certain of high 
prices. 
In fact, the fresher the water 


is the more the diver earns, and as the 
submarine springs are only a mile away 
from shore the water hardly gets time 
to lose any of its grateful temperature 
before it is landed,"if one can B?» that 
water is "landed."

Deaf Persona and Their Offspring. 
Investigations into the results of mar- 


riages between deaf persons produce s.ev- 
oral highly interesting facts. 
As would 


naturally be supposed, unions in cases 
where both partners are deaf are far 
more liable to result in deaf offspring 
than ordinary marriages. 
But the pro- 


portion of such instances is only about 10 
per cent aud the proportion of deaf chil- 
dren born therefrom' 81/-! per cent, while 
the proportion of deaf children born of 
ordinary marriage* scarcely attains 1 per 
cent. 
It also transpires that doaf per- 


sons having deaf relatives aud married to 
deaf partners are very liable to deaf 
off- 


spring, consanguinity being an element 
specially favorable to the transmission of 
auricular malformations.

sults are strictly in accordance with the 
two laws of heredity which lay down 
that a physical anomaly tends to be 
transmitted to the offspring and that off- 
spring tend to revert to the normal type.

The idle eurpf-aters. 


according to good authority, have been 
drawing their j£5 each a week for four 
wejik*- The structural iron workers :i!s<j' 
luiffc been leceiviiijc iin;incinl aid from 
their organization, and it is said the hod- 
earriws emptied their strong box lust 
week in the payment of "strike" benefits. 


The total amount of money thus dis- 


bursed during the last four weeks is said 
to il^rejfale $5UO.OOO. It has been esti- 
mated that, including all trades, ut least 
fiO.UOO men were in a state of enforced 
idleness, of whoin lO.OuO were nonunion 
workmen in the employ of the material 
manufacturers. 
These men were shut 


nut in the closing of the plants. 
This 


would leave 40.UOO union workmen idle. 
and a conservative e:>tiuiate of the pro- 
portion receiving financial help is report- 
ed as not much below 30.000. Thirty 
thousand men at $5 u week each makes 
a pay roll of $130,000 a week. 


I'nlon Treaaurlen Depleted. 


Tho best information to be obtained 


on the subject is that the funds of a 
nnniher of the unions have been deplet- 
ed, and the workmen are beginning to be 
apprehensive of the future. 
One evi- 


dence of the financial stringency which 
prevails in labor ranks is the fact that 
the business agents are now giving thoir 
services free of charge instead of draw- 
ing $-5 a week. Another proof that the 
idle workmen art- not spending any mon- 
ey unnecessarily is that two saloons in 
"Labor row" closed their doors last \\ eek.

First let us briefly recall whai Venus is. ( 
It is a glul>e like our «mh and of very 
nearly ihu same magnitude, h:t\iiig a 
diaiuctor of about 7,700 miles, while lhat 
of tl.c earth is a little more thjui 7,1)00 , 
miles. 
So nearly of the same size are Iho 


two planets that if w« could view them 
from an equal distauc-e we should be un- 
able without the aid of instruments of 
measurement to detect any difiVrenc*; be- 
twet-n them. The substance of Venus U 
slightly lighter, bulk for bulk, Than That 
which composes the earth, but the differ- 
ence, in thi* respect U so little that again 
it would require special examination to 
distinguish by weight between a cubic 
foot of the soil of Venus and an equal 
amount of the soil of the earth. It follows 
that on Venus the force of gravitation or 
the weight of bodies does not greatly differ 
from that OH-the earth. If we could st*-p 
upon Venus, we should find that we had 
parted with a few pounds weight, but the 
difference would not. be \ery noticeable, 
except perhaps on the nice track. 


But this planet, so like the earth in 


many respects, is very different from our 
globu in its situation. Tho earth's dis- 
tance from the sun is 93,000,000 miles; 
tho distance of Venus from the sun is U7,- 
000,11(10. This difference becomes a mat- 
ter of great importance when we consider 
the effects which the sun produces upon 
the two planets. Heat and light, as every: 
body knows, vary inversely as the s-juaro 
of the distance. 
When we compare the 


square of the earth's distance from tho 
sun vv-ith tho square of Venus' distance, 
we Hud that the former is about double 
the latter. This means that Venus on 
the average gets twice as much heat a*id 
light from the sun as tho earth gets. 


But, on the other hand, we know that 


all forms of life depend for their existence 
upon the radiant energy of the sun. On 
the earth, when we pass from the arctic 
region toward the equator, we lind the 
number of living forms and the variety 
and intensity of the manifestations of life 
continually increasing until in" the equa- 
torial zone earth, sea and air are all 
cro-wded with animate 
aud 
growing 


things. The touch of the sun everywhere 
produces life, and in the absence of sun 
shine is death. It is but natural to infer 
that Venus, having twice as much sun- 
shine as the earth, should be proportion- 
ately more crowded with animal and vege- 
table inhabitants, and that the intensity 
of life there should be correspondingly 
greater. Some geologists have thought 
that there was a time when tho climate ot 
the earth was so hot that tropical plants 
and beasts lived abundantly around the 
poles. 
A similar condition of thinf.'? 


might be supposed rinw to prfvail upon 
Venus.—Harper's Round Table.

Fear of Waive*. Speed or folia 


Habit of SliyiiiK. 


Another animal which, when in a state 


of nature, lives in droves is the horse. It 
is almost as defenseless as the sheep, and 
when a herd ot wild horses is attacked 
l>y 


wolves there is no escape but in llight. In 
its wild state the horse's natural habitat 
is on the open plains, not in mountainous 
regions, but on the steppes of Asia, and 
when attacked by vrolves its only safety 
lies in its superior speed. 
If the young 


foal wero not as swift as its jjarents, ic 
would fall an easy prey to the pursuer, ami 
so, within a fewr generations, the wild 
horse might be utterly destroyed by its 
enemies. The curious thing is that the 
foal is quite as swift as its parents. When 
one looks at it, even in its domesticated 
condition, it seems to bo all legs, and one 
is surprised to see how easily the slight 
body is borne along on those long legs be- 
side the mother, even when she is running 
at her swiftest rate. In that fact lies tho 
safety of the wild horse from destruction, 
and the thousands of generations in which 
that useful animal has been domesticated

Then every horse was constantly on the 
outlook for an enemy, and it did not lo Vk 
only with one eye. It habitually ktpt 
turning its ear in all directions, so as to 
catch the slightest sound which should in- 
dicate the presence of danger. 'Not only 
•when a wolf was seen did the herd tjiki: 
flight. 
Any sound, as of the wolf break- 


ing through the long grass, caused an in- 
stantaneous stampede, and something of 
that habit still survives. The horse sel- 
dom fears the objects which it sees un- 
less they appear suddenly, but the sudden 
appearance of some light thing driven by 
the wind or some slight sound that per- 
haps may not be heard by his master aiay 
cause ail instant and involuntary shy, 
such as the poor brute would instinctively 
make if he were still wild upon the plain*. 
How unjust it is and how utterly stupid 
to justify his terror by whipping him for 
such a fault! To do so is to make him 
only so much the readier to shy again, re- 
membering—and he is sure to remember 
—that, even if there has been no reason 
for his involuntary shying, there is some- 
thing to dread immediately afterward. 
The only sensible way to deal with this 
remnant of wildness in the domesticated 
horse is to stop and let him feel that there 
is nothing to fear and so break down the 
remnant of his old and perfectly natural 
habit of fright from possible danger.—Our 
Animal Friends.

AVIiy It WHS Kumed llublior. 


A recent report from a British consul 


in one of the Central American states 
gives the following as the origin of the 
name rubber, as applied to caoutchouc: 
An English artist discovered in 1770 that 
the new gum was admirably adapted for 
rubbing out pencil marks. 
He wrote n 


paper on the subject and informed "his 
contemporaries that a cubic inch of thi 
substance, costing only 3 shillings, would 
last for years. It was used for no other 
purpose in England than effacing lead 
pencil marks for about half u century 
after this discovery; hence the name ''rub- 
ber."
